Dr. B. M. Anderson, Jr,, of

cause of present high prices. 


"When our enormous export 


balance disappears and when . 
our domestic markets are called 
upon to absorb three or four 
hundred million dollars worth 
of goods per month which they ' 
have not been absorbing we 
shall see lower prices" he de- 
clared. 


v Dr. Anderson declared bank 
expansion has been "more a 
passive result, than, an active .

Than 1,000 Square Miles 


in State 


More than 1,000 square miles or 


about 
8,000-eighty acre.Wisconsin 


farms will be visited by the men of 
the state soil survey this summer. 
The work will be in Adams, Wash- 
ington, Walworth, and Green coun- 
ties, says A^ R. 'Whitson .of the Col- 
lege of Agriculture in charge of tne 
soil survey work- of the state. The 
United States department of agri- 
culture is cooperating. 


T. J. Dunnewald, M. 0, Tosterud, 


F. J. O'Connell, and Julius • Kubier 
will have charge of the 
work in 


'Adams county; L. R. Schoenmann 
anS V. C. Leaper in Walworth coun- 
ty; A. H. Meyer and W. H. Pierre 
in Washington county.

The object of the survey is to 


learn about the soils of the state. 
This is 
done by locating and

land. Maps and reports are issued 
which are of .practical help to the 
farmer 
and others 
interested in 


farming. Suggestions for tho man- 
agement of the soil are made based 
on the survey and upon the work of 
the various branch experiment sta- 
tions.

men who go over the ground thor- 
oughly. 
They make borings with

Madison has singularly little ven- 


ereal disease, according to Max J. 
Colton. of the United States public 
health service/who reported Thurs- 
day Afternoon to Mayor Kittleson 
and city officials the results of his 
investigation of. the situation with 
regard to social diseases- here. 


Mr. Colton, who left last night 


for visits in other Wisconsin cities 
will make his report to his bureau 
in Washington within two weeks. 
Fourteen 
other 
investigators ' are 


conducting similar probes through- 
out the 
country. 
Their 
findings 


will be used in grading all cities vis- 
ited. 


"Prostitution, the chief agency in 


the spreading of venereal disease, is 
an almost negligible factor in Mad- 
ison," Mr. Coiton told 
the 
local 


health workers. "Of course, I mean 
commercial prostitution. 
There is 


considerable illicit intercourse here, 
to be sure, but not as much as in. 
most cities this size and far below 
the amount usually found in uni- 
versity towns. 


City to Take Bigger Part 


"The Madison police have acted 


•well in suppressing commercialized 
vice and that that we ask is that 
they continue with the same zeal. If 
they do, I am sure that the city will 
take rank with the cleanest spots in 
the country. I am especially elated 
with the work of Mrs. Fannie C. 
Hamilton, your police matron, whose 
earnest efforts nave produced splen- 
did results." 
v 


Mr. Colton urged that the city 


take a bigger part in the campaign 
to eradicate social diseases by as- 
sisting in the fight waged' by state 
and federal governments. 


"You can make a good start," he 


declared, "by furnishing bigger and 
better quarters for the venereal dis- 
ease clinic established 'here by the 
state and the federal government. 
The work which this free clinic has 
been doing, both in curing and 
in 


educating, has played a big part in 
the 
present fine showing- of your 


city."

to recognize the various potato di- 
seases and how to control them are 
questions of vital importance to the 
potato grower right now. 


"Scat can be reduced by treating 


the seed with formaldehyde or coro- 
sive 
sublimate. 
Formaldehyde is 


Hie cheapest but not as thorough as 
the corrosive sublimate. The treat- 
ment should 
be supplemented • by 


planting on clean sail, preferably 
clover sod. . 


When black scurf or Ehizoctonia 


is present use corrosive sublimate as 
formaldehyde is of little value. 


"Tubers that show rot of any kind 


should not 'be planted under any con- 
dition," advises Mr. Vaughn. "The 
soil will 
be contaminated with di- 


sease germs and present and future 
crops endangered."

MORE TROUBLE FOR ENGLAND 


E 


NGLAND has reasons for increasing her army, navy, and 
fighting aircraft. Besides seething discontent in India, at- 


tacks "from'the Arabs in Egypt and Palestine., and perpetual 
revolutionary outbreaks in Ireland, serious trouble is brewing- in 
South Africa. 


There is a strong party carrying on agitation for independ- 


ence and freedom from any degree of British control in all the 
territory making up the South African Union. A radical reform 
element showed surprising strength in the recent parliamentary 
election. Its demand and rallying cry is "South Africa for the 
Dutch." It increased its representation in parliament from 27 
to 43 members. The Unionist party, friendly to continued Brit- 
ish sovereignty, lost 15 seats, its representation being reduced 
from 40 to 25 members. The South African party, led by Gen- 
eral Smuts, also friendly to British sovereignty, had its strength 
reduced from 54 to 40 members. Besides the above there is a 
labor group, with 21 members. 
; 


A coalition of the anti-British parties, together with the 


labor element would lack only three or four votes of a majority. 


The party leaders who are demanding independence of the 


British Empire are encouraged by the fact that the Dutch popu- 
lation is rapidly increasing, while the English is decreasing. 
Sixteen years ago more than half the white population was 
British. Today only forty percent are British. 


England lost so much in blood, treasure and reputation that 


she will hesitate to begin another war in Africa, although to be 
true to her traditions she must do so, if the South African Union 
adopts a declaration of independence. 


The sentiment which Lincoln voiced when he said "No man 


is good enough to govern another man without that other's con- 
sent," is destined to make England even more trouble'in the 
future than in the past.
